Report of Stearns Becture Commission. 


This fund was established in 1899 by Capt. Albert Stearns, 
the efficient superintendent of the Church & Dwight Soda 
Works, Syracuse, N. Y. The donor’s boyhood days were 
passed on a farm in the south part of the town with his parents, 
and he obtained his early education in the Old Brick School 
House in Gibson Village. In his later years after a successful 
business career, he conceived the idea of showing his gratitude 
to his adopted town by some substantial present. The needs of 
the town were carefully investigated by a long correspondence 
with two of his friends, who suggested a lecture fund, which 
met his approval. :A perpetual fund was immediately created, 
the income of which is devoted to free lectures and musical 
entertainments. The selectmen were appointed trustees of the 
fund. By the conditions of the gift the New Ipswich Lecture 
Commission is required to render an annual report to the select- 
men. , 

The nucleus of this fund was $3,000.00, this is invested 
with the Massacuhsetts Hospital Life Insurance Co., 50 State 
Street, Boston, Mass. An additional sum of $2,000.00 was 
given in 1907, which is invested, viz: April 1, 1907, $1,000.00 
was deposited in the Amoskeag Savings Bank, Manchester, 
N. H:, June 25, 1907, $1,000.00 in the Fitchburg Savings Bank, 
Fitchburg, Mass.

Report uf School Board. 


The close of .the year finds the general condition of the 
schools of the district very promising. With possibly few ex- 
ceptions, continual progress has apparently been made through- 
out the year. This undoubtedly is due to the fact that an 
efficient. and faithful corps of teachers, with slight changes in 
the staff, has been retained to the end of the year. 

To avoid too frequent changes, which oftentimes prove so 
detrimental to our schools, the school board has allowed an in- 
crease of the wages of the teachers in several instances. Four 
schools have been in session a total of one hundred and forty 
weeks. 7 

The appearance of diphtheria in Nos. 1 and 5, necessitated 
the closing of those schools two weeks before the expiration of 
the fall term. for this reason the amount of money remaining 
in the hands of the treasurer, as shown in his report, which 
normally should be only a sufficient sum to meet the expenses 
of the district from the close of the fiscal year to the close of the 
school year in June, has of course been increased by the sum 
which would’ have been expended during the omitted weeks of 
the fall term, but remains to be used to lengthen the approaching 
spring term an equal period. 

The matter of regular attendance has been greatly em- 
phasized by members of the board, the truant oficer and teachers 
to the parents and the pupils of the district. We regret to say, 
however, that cases still exist where the services of the truant 
officer are frequently required. 

With a somewhat larger appropriation at our disposal this 
year, we felt justified in using a certain per cent. of the increase 
to extend the transportation of pupils. Therefore, previous * 
to the opening of the fall term a third route was considered and 
outlined, for conveying those pupils living at the greatest 
distance from any school house in the district, aside from those 
already transported to our schools. 

The school laws of the State have been considerably modi- 
fied in recent years, with a resultant general uncertainty con- 
cerning the duties and the privileges of each school district, 
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especially in relation to the assessment of school money. In- 
formation upon that subject has theretore been sought from the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, and it has seemed to the 
school board advisable that a copy of his statement should be 
presented in this report as given below. 


- School Money For New Ipswich 
Amount reyuired by law. 

The amount of money required by law for the school district 
of New Ipswich is $1,627.50. This is under the apportionment 
fixed by the last Legislature. This amount must be assessed 
by the selectmen regardless of any action of the district. 

State Aid. 

In order to secure state aid on the basis of average attendance 
and qualified teachers, the district must raise this year $3,473.31. 
This covers all items’ going into the school money or into the 
support of schools which are raised by taxation. It does not 
include items like the dog tax and literary fund, which do not 
form part of the taxes. 

Hivh School Tuition Rebate. 

The school district will receive rebate on high school tuition 
paid, provided it raises an amount equal to $3.50 on $1,000 of 
inventoried valuation for school purposes. ‘The inventoried 
valuation, of course, is likely to vary from year to year. This is 
the valuation made by the local assessors, the selectmen. On 
the last valuation which we have this amount would be $2,149.83. 
It would probably not be very different from this sum this year. 
The general tax for all town purposes, that is, all money raised 
in town meeting, must have averaged not less than $16.50 on 
$1,000 of inventoried valuation for the preceding five years. 
This affects high school tuition rebate alone. 

Supermstion. 

In case the school district is in a supervisory union it receives 
one-half the superintendent’s salary regardless of the money 
raised in town. 

What is counted. 
In all the above only those items are counted which go to 
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make up the tax rate, and all such items are counted. Some of 
these items would be amount required by law, amount raised for 
high school tuition, salaries of district officers, text books and 
supplies, repairs, interest and debt, and any other items, if any, 
which are actually raised and which the selectmen include in 
the taxes which they assess. Money like the income from local 
funds, the dog tax, literary fund, and other items which are not 
raised by taxation, do not count in determining any of the state 
aid. Whatever income there is from these items simply goes to 
make better schools than could otherwise be had. 

A very considerable number of the citizens of the district 
have expressed to members of the school board their earnest 
belief that the accepted changes in the school system, made 
necessary by the changed conditions of later years, should be 
carried still farther in the same direction by merging the sep- 
arate schools of the district in a graded school. Others with 
equal earnestness oppose such consolidation. No one can give 
careful attention to the question of consolidation without 
recognizing its importance, and also the by no means slight 
difficulties to be met, whichever course may be adopted. 

The school board has theretore thought it advisable to call 
the attention of the district to the matter by the insertion of an 
article in the warrant for the annual meeting; and upon that 
matter it asks very careful and earnest consideration, and later 
such action as may be believed to be most conducive to the 
general welfare.
